TOPICS IN THE CAPITAL.

“Protection” Played Ont—Alarm of the
Peunsylvanina Iron -Men—Bargaing—
Mute Carpet-Baggers—General Gossip.

[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.]
WASRINGTON, April 0.

The long discussion which has laken place
in the House on the-tarlff bill, not only on the
general merits of the question, but on the details
of the measure, show that the party of Protec-
tionists who have carried their peculiar theories
with sucha high hand for the past seven years
miglht as well yleld the feld for the future, and al-
low themselves to be swallowed up In the new
crystallization of parties that Is now guing ouv.
The great agricultaral interests of the South nad
West have proved too strong at last for the men-
ufacturing Interests of New Englacd and the
iron and coal Intercsts of Pennsylvanla. While
the naked question of free-trade has found many
advocates in the Honse, itis, atthe same time,
confessed that it would not be well to engraft iis
principles into legislation just so long asthe
country is burdened with the present system of
internal taxation. Therefore, the prevaling
plan of the majority of the House is
a tarif based on a revenue standard, with
incidental protection here and there, in cases
where a heavy Internal tax {8 exacted of certain
manunfaciuring interests. Beyond thls, nothing
will be concaded, Lut, on that platform, both par-
ties from the West are reunited, and are already
carryigg their views into effect in the pending
bill.  Ter the first time since the Repubiicans ob-
tained conirol of the House, Penusylvanla i3
alarmed on this tarlif issue. The ingenlous
classitication of fron whicn they inserted into the
bill, and which really raised the duties, while on
its face it nssnmed to reduce them, they are will-
ing to abandon—having been detected in the
fraud—and now only clamor that the duties on
steel may stand. The steel manufacturers of this
conntry have a monopoly of the manufacture of
stecl rails, under an hmprovement of the Bes.
semer patents, and, therefore, hops 19 exact
piecious royalty from every railroad company
that fee!s itsell compelled to use them. The de-
cline in gold, which the pig iron interest de-
clares has virtually redaced the duty on
that artlcle $3 50 per ton, and the fact that the
Dessemer patents for the manunfacture of steel
rails are about to expire in England, thereby
repdering the imported articie much clieaper,
farnish the facts for this tremendous pressure
for more protection. There has not been a more
formidable lobby here for many years, and it is
even represented on the foor of the House in the
person of o member who owns the Cambria Iron
Wyrks, which are about the largest in the United
S:ates. The New England and Pennsylvania
interests, in thelr struggle to save special features
of the bill and to impose upon the country class
legisiation, have, among other bargalns, deter-
mined to cateh all the carpet-bag voie for the
tarill by agreeing to admit cotton magchinery
free of duty; while & trade has been made by
the New England and Nortinwestern interests to
gave the duties on woollens. The Wil is Jus.dy
regarded as it stands “one of ajomioatioasy™
but the West say they will take it Lecaunse [n the
end ¥ reduces taxation between fifteen and
twenty millions of doliars.

THE UNIVERSITY BOAT RACE.

Aun Exciting Scenc.

The inter-university boat race between the
Oxford and Cambridge cight oared crews took
place Wednesday afternoon, at 5 o'clock, on the
Thames—tlhe course being from Putney to Mort-
lake, about four and o quarter miles. A London
dispatch of Wednesday evening says:

The weather was delightful, and n slight wester-
15 breeze prevailed. Multitwles thronged the
banks of the river, and every uvaiiable point and
bullding was swarming with people.  Tue bridges
were also crowden to their utmost capaeclty, sl
every kind of craft that conld be ublained, ia-
clading steamboats and barges, toved along
each bank of the river, which was kept clear by
allmirable arrangement of the Lord of thaThames
Conservancy, cud a numerous body of police.
All tratlc on the Th s was absolutely pro-
hibited for the time, as was tihe cuse durling the
Oxford and Harvard coniest last samimer.

The resalt of the raceis In favor uf the Cam-
bridge crew, which won by oae lengith, ulter o
sharp contest, in 19 minuies and 39 seconds: thus
beating tie Oxfords, who were the favorites at
the cdds ol eleven L, aud which had been
freely taken Ly the I uf the lighi biue, This
{s the first time siace 1566 that the Caumbridze has
won. The shortest thae mnade | 1 lust ten
years over i3 course was in 1863 when the
Oxford wou in tweniy winuies exud

The Cambrilge erew welzivad vlovon poumls
more than the Oxfonls. The winpers owe [ no
small degree thelr suceess 1o the advice of Movri-
son, whoeoached the Oxfords for the last four
vears.

As onihe Derby day, London poured out lts
handreds of thousands uf people to witiess the
coutest, and the numbers were lnereased by ox-
cursion parties rrom the country.

Amonz the speetators were the Prince of Wales,
Prince Teck, son o the Pashaof Egypt, tad many
Lords and members of Parliament,

Tue excitement of the walting multitude be-
came intense as the hour for the start approached.,
At exactly 5 o'clock the Oxoniaud shot out [rou
their boat house &t Putney, and received an ovi-
tion from the spectators almoat equal fo that glven
the Oxford four when they came out agsainst the
Hurvards last year. The men rested on their
oars in the midstream nearly elzit minutes,
when the Cantabs wade their appearance and
took up o position on ihe Middlesex ide of the
river. They also had a ost euthuslastic recep-
tion from the multitwde, and they seemed to
be in n splendid condition, An even start
was effected, nmi) the boals wenat o wiith o

strong  thle  in Their favor, AL the Aque-
duer, fifty yarls, the Cantabs began to raiy, und
when they reached Craven Coitnge, three

quartess of a mile, they were lalf o length aliead.
Here the Oxfords spurted, wid Fept if up for some
distanes, “hile thelr friends oi the shore wibidiy
chieered U, m, bui without effiect, The mom=n-
tary struggle turned in faver of the Cantabs,
though the latter were evidently vowing within
their strength, and at Hawmersmith Dridge the
Cambridge was ciear of the Oxfurd hout umiler
the arch, The Oxouiang aguin spurted and sone-
ceeded 1n reducing the zain of their opponents to
nalf 2 leogth, A sharp struggle fullowedd in Cor-
ney Reach, bat as they pazsed the I=le of Alt, two

and threc.quarter miles, the Oxunlans began to
fail, and the Cantabs, who were still fresh, raplliy
drew in front awd won the race. Tne astonizii-
ment and enthusiasm of tie spectators found ex-
pression ln o storm ol screams and cueers as
Cambridee reachied the stake-bout.

~lie time of the race has been variously report-
e, but it Is now anthoritetively stated Lo be
twenty minnres and thirty secomds.

When the resolatlons of the Press Conference
were published a few weeks agn we did not en-
dorse the statement made in the Ut resolution—
not becanse we belleved that any practical issue
was [ovolved In denylng li—but simply because
we could not do o without “‘going back™ on all
the principles we had held and tanght in the cam-
paign of 1868, The very gist of that contest was,
that the reconstruction measares were unconstl-
tutional—that Congress had no legal power Lo con-
fer sulfrage upon the negroes—and that, therefore,
though they would vore, still the vote would be
illegul and unconsiitutionsl. The result of that
eluction was slmply & declaration on the part of the
people of the United Statesthat the governments
fulsted by Congress and the army upon the South-
ern States should be perpetuated, The question of
their legality and constiintlonality was not, and
could not De, determined by that election. The
ballot box is not the place to settie great ques-
tlons of constitutional law. Iolding the views
we then did, and nothing having transpired since
that time to alter our opinions as to the correet-
ness of those views, we could not, sooner than fn
our present issoe, subscribe Lo the doctrine that
all cltlzens of the State, [rrespective of color,
have the legal vight tu snilvuze. Now we recog-
nize It as the law of the lamd. All classes, all
colors, stand allke befyre the law, and all poilti-
cal distingtions on account of race or ¢olor are
tead Issaes, pust and gone forever.

Showing, by the clerks of the
Tribune publieation omue, the relative positions of
McFarland and Richardson at the time of and
just before the shooting; the deposition of the
wounded man after the shot was fired; his remo-
val to the editorial rooms, and subseguently to
the Astor House; lils llogering and languishing,
and death on December 2. The direct examina-
tion went not & step further then Wus necessary
to complete the chain of evidence connectiug the
prisoner wirh the wounding of Richardsun, and
the elfects of such wounding, nciuding the imme-
diate canse of deatl.

The cross examivation was conducted by Mr.
John Graham, and in the cearse of It he eliclted
from the witnesses who saw the shootiug, evi-
dence to show that Kichardson had & pistul on
liis person at the time of the wounding; he (alled,
however, to show that the pistol was used Ly
Richardson. It was also songht to be shown on
cross examination that McFarland, at the time
he was waiting behiud the couuter in the Tribune
office, was engaged in writing something upon
plece of paper, but upon this pointuo evidence
wus ellclted.

One theory of defence Is, It 18 sald—and the na.
sertlon seems borne out by the questlons io this
pirt of the cross examipation—that at the time
MeFariand fired hls plstel Richardsou Lad his
ready for discharglog, and that therefore the
wonnding was the result of o duel, or that the
act of McFariand was, to & certain extent, in
gelf-defence.

THE ASTOI MOUSE MARRIAGE.

In the erass-examination of Dr. Swan, the sur-
geon who was first called to attend Richurdson,
aud who continued In attendaoce until his death,
Mr, Graham endegvored to show Lhat the excite-
ment caused by the *‘blasphemons ceremony'’ at
the Astor Huuse accelerated the death of Richard-
son, and that, therefore, the defendant could nut
be convieted of mnrder, The prosecution earn.
eatly contended against the admussion of this
testimony, and Mr. Graham as earuestly loslsted,
but the coart ruled the evidence ont.

After the examination of Dr. Swan, Dr. Sayre
was u.:lalled, but not responding, the prosecation
rested,

This wes somewhat unlooked for on the part of
the defence, coansel having expected that the
prosecution woulid consume ut least ope day, and
nnd Mr. Spencer, therefore, 3t & quarter-past 3
o'clock, usked that the court adjourn for the day
la order that he might prepareé himsell for the
openlng for the defence.  Alter some little lesita-
tion the recorder granted the motivn.

PROCEEDINGS OF FRIDAY.

This was the Ofth day of the trial, and the court
room wus filled again with spectators.

Upon reassembling of the court, Mr. Spencer
opened the case for the defenee. Looking luto the
antecedents ol the prisoner, McFarlund, he sall,
wias born in Ireland, but came to this eountry
when young. His parents dying early, he worked
us a mechaulc, saved money enough o go to col-
lere, and graduated as bachelor of arts, lle was
of delicate vonstitution and sensitive urganization,
guch as would naturally canse him to make of the
woman he loved an [dol, He went to Europe and
completed his education, and was afterwards ap-
pointed & professor (o the College of Brandywine,
Delawanre. In 1832 he became acqualnted at Man-
chester with the woman -who Htgured so promi-
nently io this case. She wad then ffte:n
years of age, and fOve years afterwards he ma.-
ted her. 'The first’ chilid was called Jesste, and
the next, the bright-eyed boy Percy, who now
sits beslde his father. MceFariand had 16 his en-
terprises succeeded, and [furnished his wile with
all she desired; but by and by he became poor,
aud at the time his” wile was saylng: “Alll
want s money to make me a fine hwly." In the

gummer of 1866 she became acquainied with the
freedovers, with whom every Juck has his Gil,
and u provuress pnmed Mrs. Calhonn commenc-
ed the wurk of remdering herdissatisticd with her
lusbund, aud in the trala of Lhat came misery
and ruin. Mr. Speucer then recited the clream-
stances of the Intercourse between Mrs. MeFar-
land nud Richardson, foreshadowing the Inten-
tlon of proviog that there was an ndulterons con-
nection between them. He referred to Rlchard-
sou’s pretended friendship for McFariwnd, and
liis treachery, the discovery, the desertion of Mra.
MeFariand,  the contest Tor the children, the
gradual breaking down of the prisoner’s mind
with griel, and the nfadness which drove lum to
the deed.  He elosed with a glowlog appeal Lo the

jury to stand by the defendant and apheld the

sagetity of the domestic hearth.

SUPREME COURT DECISIONS.

Effect of n Note Executed during the
War, Payable in Gold.

Held, that a note payable “in gold slx months
after the present war with the United States Is
ended, with Interest.” “must be enforced accord-
Ing to its terms, and that the terms of the ordl-
pauce of 1865, allowing the true consideration ef
contracts to be shown in evidence, is inapplicable
to such a contract.”

Stmpson Bovo vs, I, L, Goss—Supreme Court,

OPINION—MOSES, CHIEF JESTICE,

This was a writ of error to the Circult Court for
the District of Unton.

The plalntim sued the defendant-ns one of the
makers of 4 sealed note, of which the following is
a copy:

“We, or elther of us, promise to pay to Simpson

iobo, or order, slx huudred dollars, to be pald in

gold BIX moutius after the present war with the
United States is ended, with ‘nterest from the 15th
of Decomber last, o be added to the principal
anoually anl bear interest unatil pald.  Witness
oar hands and seals November 3d, 1863."

The pleas were nil debel, depreciution of con-
slderation, payment and discount. No testimony
was ofered cither to the plea of payment or that
of set-off.

From what we can gather from the report of
the preslding Jadge, it appears that evidence was
Introduced to show that the conslderation of the
note was the loam of bills of the Cotton Lonn As-
soviation, amounting tu the princlpal sum ex-

ressed ‘In the note; that the said cempany was

pcorporated by the State, and under lts charter,

it8 Issue was resiricted to o basls founded on cot-
ton subscribed, not to exceed the rate of six
cents for the sald notes, to be redeemable (n geld,
glx months after the removal of the Llockade.
(Acts of 1881, p. 46.) That, althoogh they were of
no value at the time of trial, they were at the
date of the note worth fifty per cenl. more than
vonflederate money.

The judge held that the contract came within
the purview of the proviso ef the lourth section
of thie ordinance of the convention of Seplember,
1865, entltled "“An ordinance to declare In force
the constitutlon and laws heretofore la ferce In
this State, and the acts, oflicial, public and pri-
vate, done, and appointments and election made,
uoder the authority of the same,” and charged
the jury that they must reduce the amount ap-
pearing by the fuce of the note to be due to the
standand of the value of Confederale money at
Its date.

Conce.ilog that the ordinance had any appllea-
tion to the contract as made between the parties,
the Judga assumed the right to determine s
“walue," when, by the terms of the ordinance,
the case belng on the law side of the courr, “'u
verdiet” was lo be “rendered” which should
+-gllect suustantial justice between the parties.”
The end was to be attained by the Introductlon
of “testimony showing the true value and real
character of the conslderation.” The concluslon
was to be drawn by the jury from the fucts proved,
but they were precladed froin con:ldering the
effect of them Ly the fnstructlon of the court,
“that they must reduce the amount of the note
to the standerd of Confederate money at (s
dute.”! Thaos leaviag notlung for them to pass
upon, but the execation of the [nstrument.

The purpose of the ordinance by the proviso re-
ferced to, was to allow parties to contracts enter-
ed [nto between 1st Januoary, 1862, and 15th of
May, 1865, during which perlods war existed be-
tween certain Confederated States of the Unlon
amd the Unlted states, the opportunity of show-
g where the term dollar was used by them, that
It was not intended to designate or refer to the
coln denomination, bu® to the only enrrency Lhen
clrealatlng within the sald Confedernted Stutes,
representing deliurs, to wit: the notes and bifls
lssued by the said States,

In the case of Hutland vs, Copes, Richardson
15, 84, the Court of Errors held thut the sald ordl-
nance wis uot jn confliet withso much of the 10th
section of the Arst article of the Constitution of
the United States, a4 prohibits o Stite from pass-
Inge any Inw hupaiving the obligation of contracts.

T'hie Supreme Court of the United States, lu the
late case of Tharington va. Smyth, ln which the
oplulun was dellvereil Ly the Chlel Justice, held,
that evidence could- be received to prove thul o
!rrnmise expressed to be for the puyment of dol-
wrs was lu fact muade for the payment of any
other than lawful dollars of the Colted States,
aml In effect adopts the language of the ordl-
nanee, that *such testimony maat be received in
order that justice may be dooe beiween Lhe
parties.’”

Ilow could the maker of 1he note claim that the
plaintiff was duly entitled to the payment of so
much in gold or United States currency us would
represent the amount due upon the note, and
promised by him to be pald, reduced to the value
of Confederate mnoney at its date, when the con-
sileration of the contruct wud nol Confederate
money, buk wad the luan of biiis of an lucerpo-
rated” company 184ued on & basks of co'ton at sIX
cents per pound ab the time pledged for thelr
redemption ?

Sueh money conil not have eatered futo the
clements of the transaction.

In what we have soiar sald, we have rezarded
tiie note a8 if expressed to be payable in dollars,
Even If the onlinance wus intended to operate on
an understanding to pay so many dollars lu gold,
Ferus itd declared purpose was to secure “such
verdict or decree as will effest substantial Justice
between the parties,” any verdict fdnding less
than the troe smount for which they had express-
Iy stipulated woull fall far shurt of thnt meusure
of aubatantinl justlee’” which they had establlsh-
ed for themselves, amd by whieh they had agreed
10 be remulated, Ly the very language of thefr
contract. As I to preclode all doabt as to thelr
Intention, that the amount assuned by the nute
Wwils not to be satisfled (o the only currency then
cireulatlug In the State, they expressly set forth
thar, when due, (t was to be paid in goll. A re-
fusal to pay in gold woulil Le & Lreach of the
agreement, and the defendant must be held to the
performance of his undertaking, unless he can re-
leve himsell by some defence other thao that Ini-
plied by his plea, to which alone spy testimony
was onered,

‘I'ne cases of Brunsen, executors, vs, Raies,
Wallace 4229, and Butler vs. Harwitz, 1ok, 238, to
whiteh veference has been made by the plaintld’s
connsel, lo no more than hold that where the in-
tent and understanding of the parties when they
onter nto 4 contract are ascertained, it must be
eaforeed according to such intent and understan-
dlug, and s in the sabl cases, ull the cireumstaa-
ces ntrending the execution of the wblizations
songht 10 Le enfuread, established beyond dispate
that they were to be pald in gold, satlsfaction
conlil not be eompelled in legal-tender notes, or
anything but gold.
